Dean Richmond foundered off here last night 
with allon board. Three bodies were found 


onthe beach this morning mingled with a 


‘large quantity of wreckage. The bodies -had 
life-preservers on, and the men evidently had 
been killed on the rocks after having succeed- 
ed in reaching port after a hard fight with the 
ea. The beach is strewn with timbers for 
miles on each side of the city, and many bar- 
rels of flour have come ashore. The identity 

of only one recovered body could be discov- 
ered. It was that of Andrew Dodge, whose 
residence is unknown. The names of the 
crew of the vessel are as follows:

‘steamer Helena reported having passed the 
‘Dean Richmond in the trough of the sea with 
its masts and both stacks gone by the board. 
The sea was so heavy that nothing could be 
done to aid the doomed crew. ' 

Agent Hyde gave up hope tonight when 
‘word was received from Dunkirk that bodies 
‘were washing ashore and wreckage bearing 
‘the name of the Dean Richmond was being 
*astupon Van Buren Point. Not a word

' The Dean Richmond was the first of the 


‘larger steamers which mark the coming of

At daylight there was nothing to indicate 
where the schooner had stranded yesterday. 
A mass of wreckage thrown up by the surf on 
the beach was all there was left of the wreck. 

The two life-saving crews then reloaded 
their apparatus and after struggling for hours 
with fallen timber finally succeeded in get- 
ing out of the woods. 

Capt. William Packer, the ‘only survivor 
from the schooner Minnehaha, reached here 
this noon with the life-saving crew. 

* We left South Chicago last Friday,” 
Capt. Packer said, ‘“‘ with 58.000 bushels of’ 
corn for Point Edward. We were taken in 
tow off Chicago by the steamer Henry J. John- 
son, We proceeded down the lake on the 
regular course, but were caught in the fearful 
gale of yesterday. The steamer made a great 
effort to reach the shelter of the 
Manitou Islands, but as the storm 
steadily’ increased in fury it ‘could 
make no headway against the big 
seas, and finally we had to turn and run be- 
fore it. When off Frankfort about noon yes- 
terday the great mass of water falling on the 
decks of the schooner broke open two of the 
hatch covers. Then the water began to run 
through the openings thus made and we saw 
that it would be buta short time before the 
schooner must go down. We signaled to the 
steamer to let go the tow-line and then we 
headed for the beach. We brought upa 
quarter of a mile from the shore. Instantly 
the waves made a clean breach over us and 
we all took to the rigging ~ except one sailor, 
who jumped overboard and attempted to 
swim ashore. He was drowned so quickly 
that the rest of us hesitated. 

**T had run up the rigging of the jigger or 
small mast at the stern of the boat, but this 
soon began to shake, and I realized that our 
boat was going to pieces. There was nothing 
for me to do but jump overboard, which I 
did. I finally reached shore half a mile be- 
low the wreck, but how I did it I do not know. 
While I was in the water the spars began go- 
ing one by one. Sailor John Rafferty made a 
brave struggle for life and nearly succeeded 
in saving it. He managed to reach an old 
pier half a mile away, and grasped the pole 
which a man was endeavoring to save him 
with. He was too weak to hold on, and was 
carried under the pier ana drowned. Another 
sailor got as far as the breakers, byt he, too, 
was so exhausted that he could get no farther, 
and soon his lifeless body was being tossed 
about by the waves.”’ 

The Loss and Insurance, 


The lost schooner Minnehaha was owned by 
H.J.Johnson and others of Cleveland and 
was valued at $25,000. It was insured for 
$18,000 the Commercial Union, North 
America, London Assurance, and one 
other company. It was built in 1880, and 
has been unfortunate from thestart. Two 
years ago it was wrecked near Detour and re- 
mained on the rocks all winter, being aban- 
doned to the underwriters, who finally rescued 
the wreck and sold it. 

Nothing has been heard of the steamer 
Henry J. Johnson, which had the lost schoon- 
er Minnehaha in tow, The last seen of the 
steamer was when it passed here going south 
Saturday afternoon. Telegraphic inquiries 
at Ludington, Muskegon, and other east 
shore ports showed that it did not run into 
any of them. It is evident that thestorm was 
too strong for the steamer to breast and it 
was running before it. It was feared last 
night that the boat might have foundered or 
gone ashure at some point out of the way of 
the telegraph. 

[The waters in the neighborhood of Manistee 
are historic in their treachery, and many a good 
boat has been chopped to pieces in the storms 
about that point. Nov. 17, 1891, the schooner 
Hattie Estelle, wheat laden, encountered a heavy 
northwest gale, foundered while attempting to 
make the Manistee harbor. and became a total 
loss. Three lives were lost. This was one of the 
most heartrending wrecks that occurred during 
that stormy season. The’ crew perished in 
the month of the harbor and in_ the 
presence of a number of people who were power- 
less to assist, even the life-saving crew being un- 
able to make the rescue, The. estimated value 
of the vessel and cargo was $35,000. Off the 
same point, Oct. 1, 1889, the barge Florence 
Lister was caught in a heavy west-northwest 
gale and the vessel and cargo estimated at $6,500 
were lost. The crew was saved by the surf boats 
that put off from shore during the storm. 
The schooner Orphan Boy was supposed to have 
been lost in the hard gale Dec. 17, 1885, ten 
miles out from the Manistee harbor. Not until 
Jan. 2, 1888, was the lost vessel discovered. The 
crew of seven and a cargo valued at $12,000 went 
down with the ill-starred Orphan Boy. The 
schooner Jessie Scarth also went to pieces off the 
same shore. This vessel was loaded with corn, 
and through the stress of weather sprung a leak 
and foundered several miles from land. In the 
face of a light cross sea the crew safely reached 
land in its yawl boat Oct. 4, 1887.] 


BARGE J. G. MASTEN SINKS OFF RACINE 


It Contains a Cargo of 1,000 Tons of Coal 
«Boat Valued at $18,000, 


Ractxz, Wis., Oct. 15.—The barge J.G. 
Masten, with a cargo of 1,000 tons of coal, is 
ashore fifty feet south of the harbor piers and 
is full of water. The Masten was bound for 
Racine in tow of the steamer Keystone. The 
tow went into Milwaukee Friday night, fear- 
ing to enter Racine harbor during the storm 
At noon today the tow arrived in the bay and 
signaled ‘fora tug. The tug Gillen went out, 
‘ and as the barge was drawing but twelve feet 
ten inches of water took its line and started 
for the harbor, although a heavy swell was 
running, At the mouth of the piers the 
barge struck the bottom and at the same time 
was struck by a big sea which carried it over 
on the end of the south harbor pier, which it 
struck with its stem, breaking it off. The 
barge was carried by the heavy seas around 
the end of the pier, where it struck the bottom 
and sank. The tug Gillen and the tug Hall of 
Chicago, that was in port at the time, pulled 
on the boat for several hours, but without 
effect. When the sea goes down a steam 
pump will be piaced on board in the hope of 
releasing it. The Masten is owned by J. B. 
Case of Norfolk, O., Capt. Henry Parker, who 
isin command of her, and Capt. Carlton 
Graves of the Keystcne.

He tried 
to reach Vision’s door, but | the heat and 
smoke drove him back. He ran next to the 
stall occupied by The King, an aged stallion. 
In his excitement ‘‘ Uncle Billy” tried to 
drive out The King without letting down 
the bar across the doorway. The smoke had 
become thick and man and horse were nearly 
suffocated. William Miller, who has charge 
of Fuller’s stable, removed the bar and The 
King dashed out. He was slightly burned 
about the head, ‘* Uncle Billy’’ was dragged 
out more dead than alive. His hair and eye- 
brows had been singed off anil his face and 
neck were burned. | 
. “Look out, boys,”’ said the’ald colored man 
as soon as he could get smoke enough out of 
his lungs to repeat, “I’m afraid that fiah’s 
gone to be bad. Twenty y’ers| ago de stables 
in the same place done burnt up and six trot- 
ters were burnt.” 

In spite of his protests “‘ Uncle Billy ”’ was 
taken to the Fordham Hospital. He will 
probably recover. 


Rescue of the Horses. 


Bruce King,. King Mond, and one or two 
others of The King’s get were taken from the 
stables in safety. All the animals were owned 
by Judge M. H. Whitehead of this city, The 
row of buildings in which the fire 
started is on the east side of * Wall 
street.”” They are of wood and one-story 
high. There were about twenty stalls in this 
row. Qn the other side of the street are stalls 
of Aaron Fowler. Fifteen valuable horses 
were stalled here, the best known of which 
was Algonquin, 7 years old, with a record 
of 2:20. All these were rescued and taken to 
Rogers’ stables on the hill. From Fowler’s 
stables the flames spread west to John P. 
Gibbs’ in *“* Broadway.’’ Mr. Gibbs’ horses 
were also got out without accident. Just north 
of Judge Whitehead’s stables is a long row 
belonging to J. B. Fleming.' Twenty-four 
trotters were stabled here. The sparks from 
the burning building set fire to the roof 
of Fleming’s stables in _half-a-dozen 
places. The horses were ° hurriedly 
cut loose and driven through an opening 
which was made in the fence. The animals 
were thoroughly frightened, and ‘several 
scratched themselves in the bushes and woods 
in their mad race. 

The men then turned their attention to the 
stables. Two bydrants were near and plenty 
of buckets at hand. By means of these the 
buildings were saved. An alarm had 
been turned in as soon as the stable- 
men discovered the fire was beyond ‘their 


control. On the arrival of the first engines, | 


second and third alarms were sent in from 
the box at One Hundred and Sixty-fifth street 
and Sherman avenne. So quickly did the 
flames spread, however, that nearly all the 
damage was done before the first engine ar- 
rived. 

Loss on the Stables. 

The burned stables were the property of the 
Norris estate. They were insured for about 
three-quarters of their value by the Driving 
club of New York, which ltases the park. The 
loss on the stables was about $12,000.

For the first time in the history of the 
World’s Fair an attempt was made yesterday 
to infuse some life into the Sunday program. 
It has been the rule to make the day as dead 
as possible and in this manner conform in a 
nominal sort.of way to the Sunday opening 
decrees. Last Sunday, however, the attend- 
ance jumped to the unusually large number 
of 88,000 paid admissions, and late 
Saturday night it was decided to 
stir things up a little and in- this 
way try to equal or beat the record of a week 
ago. So it was announced in the Sunday 
newspapers that the day at the Fair would be 
lively and “‘ wide open.”” The bands were or- 
dered out, an attractive “sacred concert ”’ 
program was arranged, and all day yesterday 
the crowds were regaled with the regular 
grist of popular airs. The intramural 
railroad, too, was in full blast 
and did a good day’s business. 
The gondolas, launches, and steamboats were 
kept fairly busy and the open restaurants 
paid for the change of tactics. The grounds 
were made attractive all day and she experi- 
ment was a success, although the paid at- 
tendance—81,760—was not up to thatofa 
week ago. 

The weather was brilliantly beautiful. The 
sky was clear and the sunlight like a magne- 
sium flash. The air was so crisp in the early 
morning that many visitors were deterred 
from visiting the park. But asthe sun got 
higher the air became balmy and comfortable. 
It was only when one wandered into the ray- 
less recesses of the buildings that he caught 
himself sneezing and buttoning up his fall 
overcoat. A walk along the lake shore was 
comfortabie and exhilarating. A high sea was 
running, and the surf was a source of endless 
interest. 

The elevators of the Manufactures Build- 
ing did a thriving business and hundreds of 

ple, despite the fresh breeze that swept all 
loft points, enjoyed immensely a trip to the 
roof and a walk around-its charming prome.

A goodly throng of people, who bore no re- 
semblance to the so-called working classes, 
resorted to the park during the day and 
seemed. to get no end of recreation and in- 
structive entertainment out of the grounds, 
buildings, and exhibits. The Fine Arts Build- 
ing was, as usual, crowded, and many of the 
visitors evidently appreciated what they saw 
and took notes of all that struck their fancy. 
But there were throngs also in every building 
and every walk, especially those that com- 
manded a view of the water. The intramural 
was in operation and was as well patronized 
as on any other day of the week.

Sweeney announced that he would tonight ex- 
plain the differences existing between himself 
and brother, and did so by criticising the Rev. 
Frazier for listening and taking as true the ev- 
idence of the Rev. Seaman, and read to his 
congregation atfidavits signed by the entire 
official board of his church to the effect that 
the Rev. Seaman was a false witness against 
the Rey.

CONFESS THEY ATTEMPTED MURDER. 


Story of the Conspiracy to Kill Peter 
Johnson at Milwaukee. 

Mirwavuker, Wis., Oct. 15.—[Special.]— 
While Mrs, Julia Johnson covered her face to 
avoid the horrible sight, Richard Ooghe de- 
liberately set to work to cut off her hueband’s 
head as the result of a conspiracy to get rid 
of the victim. This is, in substance, the re- 
volting confession of Ooghe and Mrs, John- 
son, who were brought back by detectives 
from San Francisco today to answer a charge 
of assault with attempt to murder. 

Peter Johnson was a miliwright at South 
Milwaukee. He had living with him Richard 
Ooghe, who was an assistant to Johnson. 
Ooghe, or John Westrick as he was hereto- 
fore known, had come with the Johnson fam- 
ily from Memphis, Tenn., having lived with 
the family for two years. He is a French- 
man, 80 yearsof age. Mrs. Johnson is about 
35. According to their confessions they were 
great friends. Finally they concluded to get 
rid of the woman’s hus they might 
marry. This was last July. 

Their plan was to kill Johnson by cutting 
off his head while hé was asleep and then 
claim it was the work of a burglar. The night 
of July 8 Ooghe, in the presence of Mrs. 
Johnson, sharpened to a keen edge a bread 
knife, with which the work was to be done. 
That evening Mrs. Johnson applied to a drug- 
gist for something to make a _ person sleep 
soundly and was given some powders. One 
of the. powders she dropped into a glass of 
beer which her husband drank before goi 
to bed. But Ooghe weakened that night a 
refuse to do his part. Two days later he con- 
cluded to go away, but Mrs. Johnson per- 
suaded him to remain and carry out the con- 
spiracy. 

Aceordingly about 2 o’clock in the morn- 
ing, while her husband slept soundly, Mrs. 
Johnson let Qoghe into the room. The two 
Johnson children, aged 5 and 3 years, were 
asleep in another bed in the room. Ooghe 
had in his hand the long bread knife. “The 
lamp in the room was burning dimly. Mrs. 
Johnson urged ty bn tohis work and then 
threw herself on a lounge, covering her head 
that she might not witness the sight. Ap- 
proaching the bed, Ooghe quickly drew the 
keen edge of the knife across Johnson’s 
throat. At the sight of blood he says such a 
sensation came over him his hand would not 
move and instead of entirely cutting off the 
head he left only an ugly gash. 

The blood flowing from the wound awakened 
Johnson a few moments later. Looking up 
he saw a man leaving the room. His wife 
was on the lounge apparently asleep. He 
crawled out of bed and with much difficuky 
aroused her. She said there were burglars in 
the house and that. they must have been 
chloroformed. Then she gave the alarm and 
in.a few moments Ooghe came from. his room 
and went for a doctor for Johnson. Johnson 
was in bed some days and Ooghe assisted Mrs. 
Johnson in nursing him. Then Johnson was 
removed toa hospital. His wife visited him 
there only once. After her absence for some 
days Johnson made an inquiry. He learned 
that his wife had sold their household goods 
and with her two children had disappeared. 
Ooghe was also missing. Then he concluded 
they had gone together and it was they in- 
stead of a burglar who had attempted to kill 
him. The police were notified and after a 
long search located Ooghe. He and Mrs. 
Johnson with her two children were ia San 
Francisco. were a con- 
fessed 


Johnson called at the police station this 
afternoon, When his wife was brought into 
his presence she threw her arms about his 
neck and begged forgiveness. He pushed her 


from him.

Alarm was given and the whole city 
rushed to the college, but the flames had al- 
ready gained too much strength to be over- 
come, The building had been provided with 
a complete set of fire appliances on each floor 
only a month ago. The halls were so filled 
with smoke that these appliances could not be 
reached. 

One hose company was on the ground early, 
but the water supply had such a light pressure 
that it was with difficulty a stream could 
be brought to reach the fire. The other hose 
company gathered at the fire instead of at the 
engine house, and so their reel had to be sent 
for. The magnitude of the risk to property 
seemed to so bewilder every one that organ- 
ized effort was made with difficulty. , 

Students, professors, and citizens worked 
hard to save all movables within the build- 
ing. In the rooms not already on 
fire windows were broken and things 
taken out. The  Secretary’s records 
were all saved, together with 
those of the President. The mineral cabinets 
were saved and even the glass cases in which 
they were stored taken out unbroken. The

He says there was a fire in the music- 
room in an open grate, poorly protected be- 
low, and fire was first seen by him imme- 
diately under this. President J. W. Mauck 
says he was the first person to reach tho 
building and that the coal in the basement 
was on fire. The theory of a fire yesterday 
he considers unreasonable. His office is on 
the first floor directly above the place where 
the coal was stored. The floor was loose and 
gas or smoke would be quickly detected. 

The building was three stories high and 
105x72 feet, with two wings, each 46x82 
feet, two stories high, all finely finished in 
hardwood.

THE FUTURE NATIONAL CAPITAL. 

In connection with the extraordinary at- 
tendance at the World’s Fair Tus Cuicaco 
Trsune recently made a casual remark that 
at some future time the National Capital 
right be removed to this city. As will be 
seen by an article printed elsewhere the Bos- 
ton Herald makes this casual remark the 
theme foralong and serious discussion of 
the suggestion, in which it advances such argu- 
ments as it can muster against it. The sub- 
stance of Taz Tarsuye’s original statement 
was to the effect that this great Exposition 
had shown what Chicago can do, with precious 
little assistance from Congress, ard in the 
face of more or less jealous opposition from a 
considerable part of both the southern and 
eastern sections of the country, Boston in- 
cluded, the Nation might conciude a quarter 
‘of a century hence that the time had come to 
remove its capital to its natural and appro- 
priate location. It was tempted to further say, 
but refrained at the time, that if Chicago keeps 
on increasing during the next quarter of a 
century as it has since the fire in “71, waxing 
in population, push, and pecuniary power, 
and creating artistic, scientific, literary 
and educational institutions, as well as 
great manufactories and commercial enter- 
prises, completing its great sewage channel 
to drain the Chicago through the Illinois 
River into the Mississippi, extending all its in- 
take tunnels four miles from there, perfect- 
ing its great system of intramural! transporta- 
tion, paving and lighting its broad streets 
and avenues; if all this shall be done, and 
Chicago, then containing three or four mill-

Our esteemed contémporary at the Hub ob- 
jects nm the first place to the winter climate in 
Chicago. It saysit is cold here in winter. 
Why, bless your dear soul, it is cold also in 
Boston in winter and intensely disagreeable, 
and no wind that ever blew across the prairies 


trating, chilling, and stinging as the Boston 
east wind, and yet Boston boasts within a 
radius of twenty-five miles of the State House 
a population of a million and a half of sharp- 
witted people. Evidently cold winter weather 
has not daunted or crippled these people. = 

It would be better to have sessions of Con- 
gress here in winter than in the hot and sti- 
flmg summertime in Washington, but this 
would not be'at all necessary. The Congres- 
sional sessions would appropriately begin 
about May 1 and last until Christmas— 
through the healthiest weather in the world. 
There might be a dozen hot days in July but 
nota single hot night. Congress would be 
sitting during a period of the year when the 
people could come here with comfort and the 
legislators would have the benefit of the deli- 
cious thermometrical conditions which have 
made Chicago famous the world over as the 
great place of summer resort. 

In the second place the Herald objects to 
Chicago because it has d flat surface. That 
is not the least of the'*mercies which a favor- 
ing Providence has granted to the city. It 
makes locomotion easy and wheeling lux- 
urious. Venerable Senators would have no 
fatiguing hills to climb. There would be 
less wear and tear on man and beast, which is 
no slight consideration. The really great 
cities of the world, London, Berlin, and St. 
Petersburg, for instance, are on fiat sites. 
Again, has not our contemporary noticed that 
where cities are built upon hills there is al- 
ways a tendency to cut them down? Has it 
not noticed it even at home? The three hills 
of the Hub are of no advantage. If a person 
wishes to see Boston he does not utilize the 
tri-mountain facilities, but he gues to the top 
of Bunker Hill monument or at the summit 
of the dome of the State House. Ifany one 
should wish to see Chicago at that time he 
need not fear there will not be plenty of 
Ferris wheels and Eiffel towers to accommo- 
date him. 

_Itsoon will be*"New York day at the Fair. 
The Manhattafiites are preparing to come 
here by thousands. They will have an oppor- 
tunity to inspect the site of the future capital 
and to study the advantages of Chicago as the 
national center of government in the future. 
They will be so impressed with the prospect 
that not only will they invest their capital 
here, but they willimgly will lend their assist- 
ance to concentrate the Federal Government 
upon the site of the World’s Fair and present 
to it the most imposing array of buildings 
the world_ever has seen. Should Chicago at 
that time engage to reproduce the World’s 
Fair principal buildings in stone or the Court 
of Honor alone in marble the argument would 
be irresistible. Even the Herald man would 
surrender at once. He therefore should stop 
to think, study the popular trend, and serious- 
ly ask himecif the qi@stion whether his chil- 
dren will not live to see the people of the 
United States and Canada—for by that time 
Canada will be an integral part of the Union

Disregarding such a provision the people of a 
State have held a convention, framed a new 
constitution, put it to vote, and because it 
got the-votes of a majority it was held to*be 
valid. A majority of the Senate has the

All that is needed is determination, bf&t it 
may be idle to look for that virtue in a slug- 
gish and impotent Senate. 


LABOR WAGES IN GOLD. 

Several times within the last few months 
Tus Tareuxe has stated that gold is at pres- 
ent only about half as effective in the pur- 
chase of human labor as it was fifty years ago, 


previous to the discoveries of gold ia Califor- 


nia and Australia. The statement is fully 
borne out by certain statistics recently com- 
piled by Carroll D. Wright, Labor Commis- 
sioner for the United States, though his fig- 
ures cover but about one-third of a century 
instead of fifty years, as they begin with 
1860, the year immediately preceding the 
outbreak of our civil war. His statiatics cover 
a wide range of occupations and all grades of 
skill. Considering the wage average of 
1860 as 100 he shows that the aver- 
age of all increased to 148.3 in 1873 
and ‘to 160.7 in 18091, all being reck- 
oned on the gold basis. But if the 
relative importance of the different occu- 
pations be taken into the account, the per 
capita of wages for each department being 
multiplied into the number of persons en- 
gaged in it, the average increased to 147.4 in 
1873 and to 168.6in 1891. There was a 
large increase ih wages, as reckoned on the 
gold basis, between 1860 and 1873, the great- 
est increase being soon after the close of the 
war. Thegain in the wages of labor was 
slower since 1873, being very irregular up to 
1881, the period of depression following the 
panic, and the increase was a steady one dur- 
ing the next ten years, the statistics not being 
carried to a later date than 1891. 

It is evident from these figures that the 
price of labor per day, as measured in the 
number of grains of gold paid for it, is some 
two-thirds greater than a third of a century 
ago. Whatever changes may have occurred 
in that time in the monetary systems of the 
gold-standard countries they have not less- 
ened the income of the toiler, as charged by 
the advocates of silver monometallism. If 
prices have decreased during that time the 
fact has inured to the benefit of the working 
classes, who could buy more of the creature 
comforts with the same amount of money, 
and therefore still more with the larger 
sum paid for their toil. The cheapening 
in price was not due to smalier pay- 
ments for labor per day, but to the 
practical inventiveness of the age, which 
has devised new and improved processes 
by which the work of production and trans- 
portation is performed with less expenditure 
of inanimate or human force than in the first 
half of the century. This has wonderfully 
widened the scope of useful labor, opening up 
hundreds of new vocations, and leading to a 
vast increase in consumption, because people 
can buy far more than was possible to their 
grandfathers if the former belonged to the 
army of toilers. And the houts of labor have 
been reduced in many vocations, *o that the 


day’s work is not so long as it used to be. If © 


the compenfation were reckoned by the hour 
instead of by the day the above percentages 
would be increased for the later dates. 

It is claimed that the farm products have 
fallen in price. So they have. But where? 
Far away from the places of production, and 
the decline is chiefly due to decreased cost of 
transportation. The statistics gathered by the 
Hon. David A. Wells and Edward Atkinson 
show that the price of wheat on the farm has 
declined but about 3 cents per bushel in the 
last twenty years, nearly al' the decrease in 
prices in Liverpool and New York being due 
to lessened costs of transportation. And that 
3 cents may be accounted for without suppos- 


ing that the farmer is paid less for his toil | 


than formerly. It cdstshim less. The Hon: Jo- 
seph H. Walker of Massachusetts shows that 
a two-horse corn cultivator cost 116.6 bushels 
of oats in 1873 and only 62.5 bushels in 
1889, the corresponding quantities of wheat 
being 27.4and 20.5 bushels. A similar decline 
is shown to have occurred in the cost of twenty- 
eight articles of farm machinery or tools, 
shovels, scythes, and cut nails having declined 

from 40 to 60 percent. Of course the farmer 
has gained an advantage in the cheapening of 
things which are cheaper to the worker in the 
cities, while he gains even more in the item of 

transportation as compared with the cost of it 
twenty years ago. 

The fact is that in all these years gold has 
occupied the happy medium place betweeen 
the two extremes. It is worth less to pay for 
labor. It is worth more to pay for the prod- 
ucts of labor. It has not moved with either 
to disregard of the other. Had it done so 
there might have been some excuse for fault- 
At present there is none, since the 
price of gold is almost exactly what it should 
be by the rule to multiply the prices of the 
different articles into the respective amounts 
or quantities, add the results, and divide by 
the number. That rule would fail if the 
prices for the different dates were reckoned 
in silver, as that would give to the debtor 
class all the advantage due to inventive proc- 
esses, make labor cost three times as many 
dollars as in the old ones of 1860, and make 
the prices of labor products nominally a little 
higher than then, but without increasing by 
one iota the power of the worker to buy com- 
forts with the money received as wages, while 
it would lessen by nearly one-half the pur- 
chasing value of all the money he had saved 
from toil in the past. 


WHERE THERE’S A WILL THERE'S A WAY 

Senator Voorhees says “the majority must 
govern, and that the rules of the Senate must 
be reformed so that a majority can rule there 
as it does everywhere else in free govern- 
ments.”” The American people agree with him 
with the exception of the men who vwanta de- 
based currency to cheat creditors with.

Ho “ ” AGAINST SILVER. 

The article by the Hon. David A. Weils in 
the October Forum says the only discrimina- 
tion against silver that is worthy of the name 
has been the direct outcome of the progress 
of civiuzation. The essential element of that 
progress isan intelligent discriminatioa in 
favor of new and more efficient instrumental- 
ities and agains: the continued use of such as 
have become obsolete or less efficient. It is 
the same that has substituted locomotives and 
steam cars for the stage coach. steel in place 
of iron, gas in place of oil, electricity in place 
of gas, and breech.loading guns in place of 
the old flint-lock muskets. 

Theré has been no conspirecy other than the 
general consensus of opinion in favor of the 
metal which is best adapted tothe require- 
ments of international commerce and is best 
fitted to occupy the position of standard of 
monetary values in the world. There has been 
no such conspiracy as alleged by the silver 
men participated in by prominent men in all 
the leading nations of the world. The charge 
is made that Mr. Ernest Seyd, a German 
gentleman, visited this country in 1873 as the 
ageut of foreign bankers and with a fund of 
$500,000 corrupted Congress, and so in- 
duced an enactment demonetizing silver. The 
sons of Mr. Seyd have recently written a let- 
ter asserting that their father did not visit the 
United States suteequently to 1856. Fur- 
thermore, it is proved that the gentleman was 
not & * gold bug” but a friend of silver, and 
that he wrote a letter to a leading member of 
Congress protesting against the coinage act of 
1873 which, it is claimed, demonetized silver 
‘in the United States. So that favorite lie of 
the free silverites is completely squelched. 

The primary cause of the decline in the 
value and use of silver was undoubtedly a 
conviction in Europe in the 70s that it is not 
the money metal suited to the conditions of 
international civilization. The people of 
China can still use copper coins for subsidiary 
use, each of which has but a trifling valve, 
because the wages of manual labor in that 
country are very small—ten to twenty cents a 
day—and the expenditures by the great masses 
of the people correspondingly so. The equiv- 
alent of a day’s wages in gold would be too 
small to be handled, and the inconvenience of 
silver to the poorer people with coarse fingers 
and no pockets would be almost as great, as 
the sum necessary to buy a pound of rice and 
a chopstick to eat it with would be represented 
by a piece of silver (at its former value) no 
larger in circumference than the surface'of a 
small split pea. They use copper money ex- 
tensively in India, and the rich , people 
use silver. In countries like Mexico 
and a large part of South America, 
while the exchanges are limited and 
mostly domestic at that, silver naturally takes 
the place of copper to a great extent. So 
two-thirds of the population of the world 
have no occasion for the use of gold as 
money, they being too poor and ignorant to 
employ it. But in countries of. the highest 
civilization—viz.: .Europe, the United 
States, and Canada—with high prices and 
wages, rapid financial transactions, and exten- 
sive commercial relations, the natural tend- 
encies favor the use of gold as m@ney, but 
without displacing from their legitimate 
(subsidiary ) spheres either silver or copper. 
The adoption of L by these countries of 
higher civilization was by a process of evolu- 
tion as natural and inevitable as any occur- 
ring in the vegetable or animal kingdom, 
and by it gold has become the money of ac- 


count in the commercial world and of all in- 


teraationaltrade. Recognizing the fact that 
it is always purchasable and salable 
without discount’ in other countries, 
and is more necessary than a_ full 
supply of arms, ships, and forts, 
the leading nations are putting no other form 
of money into their military chests. Consid- 
ered as a medium of exchange the balance of 
advantage for all transactions above $10 is 
largely on the side of gol@. Before the de- 
preciation it required sixteen times more time 
to’ count silver in considerable quantities, 
sixteen times more strength to handle it, and 
sixteen times the expense to transport it than 
for the same value in gold. In all free silver 
countries these inconveniences and waste of 
time and effort are increased now to twenty- 
seven times. The weight of $100 worth of 
silver is nine pounds, and for every $1,000 
that a man should be paid in silver a wheel- 
barrow would be necessary to transport it. 
The latter consideration tells strongly against 
the proposition to coin silver dollars even at 
a weight increased to correspond with the 
present depreciation. Silver should be used 
for subsidiary coinage or at its bullion value 
in large masses without coining it. The only 
thing to be done with silver except for token 
use is to pile it up in vaults and issue paper 
certificates to represent it as money on the 
plan proposed by Secretary Windom. 


“IF” IT WILL DO IT. 

Dr. Franz Fullner of this city is claimed to 
have invented a method of obtaining elec- 
tric light, heat, and power from a primary 
battery at a vast saving as compared with the 
processes now in use. He proposes to do away 
with thedynamo and itsaccompanying expen- 
sive steam machinery and return to the cell or 
tattery of cells, claiming that he has discov- 
ered how that more primitive tool can be 
operated far more economically than of old. 
He says “* there is no locai action in his cell,” 
ana therefore no waste of material. He em- 
ploys zine, which has been long used as one 
of the elements, but seems to bave found out 
a way for getting it to act without the rapid 
oxidation that hitherto has been an essential 
feature of the process, He uses the zinc 
in the shape of filaments about one-twentieth 


of an inch in thickness, and it is stated that 
some of these have been in constant use for 


two months with a loss of only two-thirds of 
their thickness (?).) The cup in the cell, pre- 
sumably a porous one, is filled with a dark 
fluid the composition of which is kept secret 
for the present, and herein lies the mystery 
which is to be explained after the formation 
of a company with a capital of half a billion 
dollars or so. 

The aims of the company will be to have the 
public lighting of cities, the artificial illu- 
mination and heating of buildings, and the 
furnishing of power to machinery in the fac- 
tory, workshop, and home, performed by the 
application of this new method of temporari- 
ly accumulating electric force from materials 
abundantly supplied by Mother Nature. 

There is room for the expression of a big 
“TF” on listening to these claims. It is well 
known that the force obtained from the cell 
isdue to the chemical action set up in the 
material, and its evolution is necessarily ac- 
companied by an amount of chemical change 
corresponding in amount to the quantity of 
power obtained. The cell has been replaced 
by the dynamo for the sufficient reason that 
the zinc-to be decomposed was found to cost 
about six times as much as the coal the burn- 
ing of which will evolve pea rat ig mare 
force.

with which to run the dynamo, Possibly Dr. 
Fullner is operating with coal or coal oil, 
since his fluid is described as *‘ dark *’ and the 
material so plentiful that it can be bought by 
the acre. But if so therestill remains the dif- 
fieulty of supposing that to run a lighting 
plant for a private house “ no care is required 
except to replace the (zinc) filaments four or 
five times a year.” Of course, “if” the 
thing has been accomplished the discovery 
will prove to be oneof the greatest of this 
century, since it would revolutionize present 
activities and economies, both in character 
and cost.

Our correspondent does not appear to differ 
with Taz Trreune as tothe high importance of 
the government maintaining all its currency at 
parity with gold, but seems inclined to object to 
the government paying six millions a year inter- 
est on 150 millidns a year of gold bonds to sup- 
port all the silver and paper currency at the gold 
standard of value. He objects that the gold will 
have to be paid back to the bondholders some 
time and also interest during all the intervening 
years. 

Let us consider the case from the correspond- 
ent’s standpoint. First, is the maintenance of 
all the silver and silver certificates at par with 
gold worth to the American people in their busi- 
ness, property values, credits, and deposits in 
banks the annual interest on 150 millions of dol- 
lars at 4 per cent, 3% per cent, or 3 
per cent, or whatever the rate might be to obtain 
the gold, whether that sum be six, five, or four 
millions a year? Are the stability and parity of 
the money of the people of any consequence? 
Are they worth paying anything for? Six mill- 
ions a year (4 per cent) for interest on the gold 
are nine certs per capita; five millions of inter- 
est (3'4 per cent) would cost the people less than 
eight cents each, and four and a half millions (3 
per cent) about seven cents a year per head of 
population: 

Could the American people have better afforded 
to pay 8 cents apiece during 1893 to avert and 
avoid the panic than to endure it? Thatis the 
practical answer to our  correspondent’s 
question as he putsit. The writer thinks the 
panic has cost the people already 100 times more 
than the interest on 150 millions of d at 4, 
3%, or 3 percent. The expense to which he ob- 
jects must be regarded in the light of insurance 
of the parity of the currency. The Federal Gov- 
ernment has outstanding about 500 millions of 
its silver certificates, and they have been issued 
in such manner that if they are redeemed in 371% 
grain standard silver dollars their value will fall 
from the 100 cent gold standard to the silver 
standard, which is about 58 per cent for that 
weight of silver in the dollar. Add 150 millions 
more to the gold redemption fand and the 500

MUBIC AND DRAMA. 


The only two purely Swedish character 
plays which are now going the rounds happen to 
be in Chicago at the same time, their respective 
managers thinking, perhaps, that Chicago in its 
present crowded and good-na state is eaual 
to almost anything or two of almost anything.

Three men jumped from the windows and 
two were shot down at Karauloff’s side. .Cholo- 
deoff died and both of his assisstants are dying.

SAYS SHE STOLE A DIAMOND PIN.

FIERCE 
BRAZILIAN GOVERNMENT FORGES 
SUFFER A HEAVY L088 


Details of the Bombardment Just Received 
Shew That Many of the Inhabitants 
. Were Killed by Bombs That Fell in the 
Center of the City=—President Peixoto's 
Decrees Received Unfavorably — Copy 
Reaches Washington — Weeks’ Case 
Comes Up Today in Costa Rica, 
[@PROCTAL CABLE. | 
Moyrevipeo, Uruguay, via Galveston, Tex., 
Oct. 15.—[Copyright, 1893, by James Gor- 
don Bennett.]—The decrees of Peixoto, which 
have been published in Rio Janeiro, are un- 
favorably received. Citizens of Rio regard 
the publication as a confession of weakness 
on the part of the President, It is considered 
as an appeal to foreigners to fight his battle. 
Advices have also been received that the 
Brazilian armored cruiser Sete de Setembro, 
which was bound for Rio to join Admiral 
Mello’s forces, ran ashore near Praia Grande. 
All of the crew escaped safely, but as sogn as 
they were landed they were made prisoners 
by Peixoto’s forces which were stationed 


there. 
The Fight at Rio, 

Further details of the bombardment of 
Rio have been forwarded. They supplement 
the brief dispatches sent from day to day. 
There was great excitement in the city as the 
fire from the ships was directed against the 
custom-house. The government forces suf- 
fered heavy losses, but the government is sup- 
pressing all reports of the casualties. 

The rebel warship Aquidiban, Mello’s flag- 
ship, opened the bombardment. There was a 
contest for the possession of the government 
workshops of Armacao between the revolvu- 
tionary forces and those of the government. 
When Mello renlized that he coulda not obtain 
possession of them peaceably he prepared to 
open fire. The bombardment was destructive. 
Many buildings were badly damaged. Resi- 
dents of the city fled in terror. Several 
of the shells from the insurgent fleet struck in 
the heart of the city, killing many of the in- 
habitants. A shell from the Nujado fell in the 
center of the city. The buildings occupied by 
the Rio News and the American Bible Society 
were wrecked, Many foreigners were killed 
and wounded, 

Bulldings That Suffered. 


Among the buildings which suffered greatly 
from the bombardment were the police bar- 
racks, which are situated near the custom 
house. The government forces num- 
bered 2,000, and replied vigorously to 
the fire {rom the fleet. The land batteries 
had a fewjold Krupp guns mounted, and these 
were trained on the. ship. They were not ef- 
fective, all of the shots falling short. None 
of the ships were injured. The insurgent 
fleet also bombarded Metheroy, Domingos, 
Scarphy, and Santa Rosa, suburbs of Rio, 
The fire on all of them may be destructive to 
property. It is also known that there was 
great loss of life, but the facta are suppressed 
by government officers. 

In the semi-official newspaper Paiz Tempo 
are daily printed columns of falsehoods con- 
eerning the progress of the revolution and 
abuse of everybody connected with the hostile 
forces. It is very difficult to get at the facts, 
The government has abandoned all idea of 
capturing Cobras. 


All Basiness Paralyzed. 


Business is paralyzed and the streets of the 
capital are deserted. The situation is ex- 
tremely critical. Rio has become what is 
known in International law as a fortified city, 
by orders issued by President Peixoto. He 
directed the land batteries to fire on all rebel 
vessels within range. This makes Rioa fortified 
garrison, open to a bombardment by a hostile 
fleet. The issuance of this order and realiza- 
tion that the city was subject to bombardment 
caused all business houses to be closed tem- 
porarily. : 

A meeting of bankers and merchants was 
hastily called to consider the situation. It was 
decided, in view of the danger to all interests, 
to keep all business houses closed for two 
days. 

Another Battle Near Porta da Caja. 

Advices have also been received of a sharp 
engagement between a detachment of the 
revolutionary forces and government troops 
near Ponta da Caja. The rebels were short 
of coal for their ships and sent to capture a 
supply which they knew was at this point. 
The government forces learned of the expedi- 
tion and prepared to defend the place. The coal 
was on board six barges belonging to the Brazil- 
ian Coal company. When the rebel forces 
reached Ponta da Caja men were sent in boats 
to seize the barges. The land forces waited 
until they got within range, and then opened 
fire. The boat crews returned to their ships. 
which replied to the fire from the land batter- 
ies. The contest lasted but a short time when 
the land batteries were- silenced. The naval 
detachment then captured the coal barges and 
also a supply of coal which was stored in 
the sheds on the shore. 

English Interests Involved. . 

Owing to English interests involved com- 
plaint was made of the attack to British 
Minister Wyndham in Rio. He detailed Capt. 
Lang to make an investigation. After close 
inquiry he reported that there had been heavy 
jogses and that several of the government 
troops had been killed in the engagement. 

Capt. Boyton, the Amcrican who was capt- 
ured by the English warships in attempting 
to blow up the Aquidiban while sailing under 
the British flag, is making himself obnoxious. 
He is now boasting that the government paid 
him $10,000 for making the attempt. 

Notice of Second Bombardment. 


Notices were issued by the insurgents two 
days after the fire on the custom-house that 
the city would be bombarded again. Imme. 
diately all foreign consulates issued warning 
to residents of their respective nation- 
alities. Bulletins were posted urging 
all foreigners to flee from the 
city. The insurgent fleet, consisting 
of the Aquidiban, Javary, Guanabara, and 
Trajado, took up positions in front of the 
city. Fire was opened on Fort Santa Cruz, 
which answered the shells from the fleet. 
After a short time Forts Lage and 
Joaoa and the batteries which had been 
planted on the hills overlooking the bay 
fired on the ships. Admiral Mello 
was in command of the fleet @nd personally. 
directed operations. He kept up a contin- 
uous firing and when the bombardment ceased 
reported that the fleet had thrown 196 sheils, 
The forts sent twice that number of shots in 
return. Some of the shells from the ships 
struck the forts, but none from the latter 
reached any of the vessels. 

Rain Causes a Cessation, 

A heavy rain-storm, which began six hours 
after the bombardment had opened, caused a 
cessation of hostilities. It was noticed that 
during the engagement the batteries in 
Fort Cahullo were silent. During the 
fight, and while the shells were flying all 
around, the hills in the vicinity were crowded 
with excited epectators. The government 
after the firing had ceased issued bulletins de 
claring its ability to maintain and preserve 
peace and order throughout the city. It was

DEPUTIES FORCED TO REPORT DAILY. 


Peculiar Condition That Prevails in Guate- 
mala Pending a New Election.

San Josz, Guatemala, via Galveston, Tex., 
Oct. 15.—[Copyright, 1893, by James Gor- 
don Bennett. |—During the last Congressional 
recess, some months ago, the Chief Executive 
issued a decree commanding that all duties on 
goods imported into the country should be 
paid in gold. Before this they had always 
been paid in silver, and the new regulation 
amounted in reality to a considerable increase 
in the existing tariff. me ° 

The measure was to take effect on 
the first day of the month, but about the mid- 
dle of September the permanent commission 
of Congress arrived at the conelusion that 
the Chief Executive had overstepped the 
power granted him by Congress. He had 
been formally authorized tp “remodel the 
fiscal code, but no power had been given him 
to increase taxation, as this new decree virt- 
ually did. Accordingly the  perma- 
nent commission intimated« to the ad- 
ministration its desire to summon an’extraor- 
dinary session of the Legislature. No oppo- 
sition was expressed to this desire and accord- 
ingly the summons was duly issued and Oct. 
10 the Deputies assembled, but not in suf- 
ficient numbers to make a quorum, there 
being only thirty-one present. 

A written communication was addressed to 
the administration containing this informa- 
tion and within a few hours it was answered 
by a Presidential decree dissolving the Cham- 
ber and calling fora new election. The elec- 
tion will take place this month and the new 
Congress will meet March 1 next, 

Meanwhile the Constitution will be tempo- 
rarily suspended and President Barrios has de- 
clared a Dictatorship. The unfortunate Depv- 
ties of the dissolved Chamber have received 
orders not to leave the capital in the mean- 
time on any plea whatever, and in order to 
make sure of their compliance with this de- 
cree they are commanded to report in person 
every other day at the commandancia.

ETHICS OF MARRIAGE AND DIVORCE, 


M. M, Mangasarian Bases Matrimony on 
Elective Affinity. 


M. M. Mangasarian addressed a large as- 
semblage composed principally of members 
of the Society of Ethical Culture at the Grand 
Opera-House yesterday morning. His sub- 
ject was: “The Ethics of Marriage and 
Divorce.” ; ; 

‘* Marriage,” said Mr. Mangasarian, “is 
the starting point of civilization. ‘Thou 
shalt marry’ is the commandment of our 
nature. To preserve the physical life nature 
has taken precaution to implant in us hunger ; 
to perpetuate the same it has planted in us 
Man without woman, 
and woman without man, is like a bush that 
never blossoms.” Continuing he said: 

This is the age of di tent. One of the prac- 
tical effects of this discontent is found in the in- 
crease of the nnmarried; in the increase of 
divorcee among the married, and in the increase of 
suicide among the divorced. There is a marked 
relation between the statistics of divorce and of 
suicide. Until recently, clear and courageous 
discussion of themes of this nature bas been 
frowned upon by public sentiment. A mock 
modesty, nay hypocrisy, is, 1 fear, at the root of 
this cowardice.

urely business affair. For a stipulated price the 
Father transferred his right of ownership of 
his daughter to the husband. In the Bible we 
read that Jacob had to serve Laban for a num- 
ber of years, without remuneration, before he 
could marry Laban’s daughter. Vulcan threat- 
ened to reclaim the money he had paid to the 
father of Venus.

The Rev. John M. Milis Says the Question 
Is of Paramount Importance, 

* Problems Set for the Church by the Evan- 
gelical Alliance” was the subject of last 
evening's sermon in the South Presbyterian 
Church of Evanston by the Rev. John M, 
Mills.

Political rties can no 
longer dodge it if they would. vate citizens 
must take steps openly for or against the saloon, 
with its methods and results. Neutrality is

MIRACLE OF THE PHONOGRAPH. 


Edison’s Invention Applied to the Scien- 
tifle Cure of Deafness. 

New York Times: Dr. George A. Leech de- 
livered a lecture Tuesday evening at the Leech 
Institute, No. 39 West Twenty-seventh street, 
on a new method of curingdeafness by means 
of the Edison-Leech phonograph.  Illustra- 
tions were given of the method of treating 
deaf patients by introducing into the ear a 
vibratory piece of an intensity sufficient to 
cause even deaf mutes to hear. 

“I regard the Edisén phonograph,” he 
said, *“‘as the most wonderful invention of an 
age remarkable for its great discoveries, It 
is the human voice and the human ear rolled 
into one. 

** But it was not designed as an instrument 
for the cure of deafness until I invented and 
applied to it a certain apparatus which makes 
it complete for that purpose. In order to 
hear it is absolutely necessary that three little 
bones called the hammer, anvil, and stirrup, 
situated in a little cavity known as the drum 
or middle ear, should be made to vibrate ata 
certain rate of speed.”’ 

After explaining how these bones were con- 
nected and the manner in which sound was 
conveyed to the auditory nerve and brain he 
said: ‘“* The speed with which these bones 
move varies from sixteen to 30,000 timesin a 
second. Vibrations slower than sixteen times 
a second are not fast enough to be recognized 
as sound by the human ear, while those ex- 
ceeding 830,000 vibrations are so rapid as to 
be beyond its capacity for hearing. 

** A person is deaf when the joints of these 
bones become stiff and do not respond prop- 
erly to the vibrations of sound, and the degree 
of- deafness is measured by the amount of 
stiffness in these joints. 

‘*The reason why most deaf people hear 
better in a noise such as the rumbling of 
street cars is because the extraordinarily loud 
sounds falling on the ear compel the bones in 
the drum of the ear to vibraté with the re- 

uired speed to convey sounds to the brain. 

n this fact lies one of the secretsof thé 
method employed forthe cure of deafness. 
We apply in a scientific way, by means of the 
improved phonograph, vibrations of sufficient 
intensity to move delicate mechanism of 
the humanear. In this way we render the 
joints in the drum of the ear movable. 

“ The principle of treatment employed is 
the message, or mechanical stimulation, and 
the consequent reawakening of the sound- 
conducting apparatus of the ear, by means of 
vibrating force. The character, frequency, 
and intensity of the vibrations are regulated 
by the surgeon, according to the exigencies of 
the case under treatment,”’ 

Dr. Leech explained at much length the 
mechenism of the human ear. His system 
will soon be introduced into some of the deaf 
and dumb institutions, and he feels sanguine 
that wonderful cures will be effected,

It is all very 
well tospeak of good management, and, of 
course, there is such a_ thing, and it is worth 
penne 30 per cent of additional income.

duce the cost of any kind of magnificence, or 
do away with the feeling of the innkeeper 
who charged a royal guest a franc apiece for 
eggs, not because eggs were scarce, but be- 
cause Kings were. We have heard of charges 
paid by an Indian Viceroy at a Paris hotel 
which would have made Mr. Vanderbilt 
wince, and there is not an uneducated man in

throw out a bill by whatever majority in the 
Commons, the remedy for the ministry is 
quick and effective through an immediate dis- 
solution and appeal to the country.

Hofmeister Acquitted. 


The Bavarian Lieutenant, Hofmeister, ac- 
cused of cultivating social democratic tenden- 
cies in the army, has been acquitted. Hof- 
meister is 26 years old and the son of a Major 
on half pay livingin Munich. On Easter of 
this year Private William Schuppert, the 
body sergeant of the accused, visited his par- 
ents. His father, who was much disturbed 
by the young maan’stalk on socialistic sub- 
jects, was toid the son got his views from 
his Lieutenant.

LIVING WITH THEIR NECKS BROKEN.

Save a Sensation of Numbness in Their 
Limbs They Suffer No Pain, 

New York Advertiser: There are three peo- 
ple with broken necks living in Brooklyn to- 
day One of these singular cases dates only 
from yesterday. Another is now two months 
old, while the third patient has survived the 
accident which crippled her for two years. 
All three sufferers are more or (ess the vic- 
tims of paralysis, but all three appear to pos- 
sess unimpaired all the bodily functions ex- 
cept sensation, and they puzzle the doctors by 
their remarkabiy good general health. 

John Roach’s is the most recent case of the 
three. Roach isa young fellow not yet 17 
years old, who lives at No. 218 Freeman 
street, Williamsburg. He was employed un- 
til yesterday in a cooperage at the foot of 
North Tenth street, and it was there that he 
met with the accident which will probably 
make him a paralytic to the day of his death. 
Yesterday morning he was engaged, with an- 
other young man named James Cummings 
of No. 26 Guernsey street, in rolling 
barrels down a high runway from _ the 
third floor of the cooperage to a 
lighter which was moored at the dock. The 
two young men were skylarking together be- 
tween the trips and chasing one another up 
the runway from the lighter to the cooperage. 
During one of these little ebullitions of ani- 
mal spirits the two engagedina bout at wrest- 
ling. Both men were thrown, but young 
Roach lost his balance and plunged from the 
runway to the ground, a distance of thirty 
feet. He struck heavily upon his back and 
lay helpless. ‘Several men hurried to his as- 
sistance and lifted him into the Eastern Dis- 
trict Hospital ambulance, which had been 
summoned. An examination at the hospital 
showed that ome of Roach’s cervical vertebra 
was fractured; in other words, that the fall 
had broken his neck. 

The young man is paralyzed below the 
chest and has no power of motionor sensa- 
tion in his limbs or trunk. He is perfectly 
rational, however, and surprised the doctors 
by his cheerfulness. He ate heartily yester- 
day and seemed to be in very good spirits. 
The doctors say that, as in all similar cases, 
he will probably never recover from the 
paralysis and that hissudden deathat any 
time would not be surprising. At the same 
time he may livein his crippled. condition 
for many years. The case willbe carefully 
treated and watched with interest at the hos- 

ital. 
¢ Mr. Harry Richardson is still an inmate of 
the Brooklyn Homeopathic Hospital, and the 
doctors say that there is no appreciable change 
in his condition. Mr. Richardson’s neck was 
broken one day last July while he was diving 
from a springboard at Bath Beach. Heisa 
resident of this city and was employed in one 
of the trust companies down-town, but.was 
spending the summer at the beach with his 
family when the accident occurred. He 
turned a back somerset from the springboard 
and struck the water upon his back. The 
force of the blow broke one of the bones of 
his spinal column, and in his case also the ac- 
cident resulted in paralysis below the chest. 
Dr. Willis said yesterday: 

‘+ Mr. Richardson eats and sleeps well and 
is in good general health. We have done 
everything possible for him, and the bones of 
the neck have probably now fully reunited. 
The paralysis is caused by pressure or a blood 
clot upon the spinal cord. His condition has 
not changed since he was brought here. He 
still has no sensation in his limbs or in the 
lower part of the body; I cannot see that the 
paralysis has increased or decreased in ex- 
tent. Of course it is absolutely impossible to 
say how long he can live in this condition. It 
may bea few weeks or it may be several 
years. He is still confined to his bed, but he 
can sit up with the aid of a back rest. 

Mrs. Jane Mason, the other person who still 
lives with a broken neck, is able to leave her 
bed and situpin a chair. Her accident oc- 
curred some two years ago, when she fell 
backward from a veranda into the rear yard 
of her residence, Ne. 195 Clifton Place, 
Brooklyn! The railing against whieh she was 
leaning gave way beneath her weight and she 
feil some fifteen feet. Her health is also 
good, and she is confident that she has re- 
gained the power of sensation to some extent 

ince her injury. She is sanguine of further 
ecovery, although the doctors do not hold 
out much hope.

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LONDON TOWN GOSSIP. 


INTEREST FOR ENGLISHMEN IS FOUND 
AWAY FROM HOME. 


The Visit of the Russians to France Ex- 
cites Most Attention and Britons Are 
Amused at the Thought of Grown Men 
Embracing One Another=Von Taafe’s 
Suffrage Bill of Great Interest to the 
Democracy of England=A ppointmentof 
Elgin to India Is Only a Makeshift, 

[New York Tribune Cable.}. 

Loypon, Oct. 14.—Again it happens that, 
with one exception, the events most interest- 
ing to Englishmen are occurring elsewhere 
than in England and that English eyes have 
been turned away from home most of the 
week, I rather imagine that as many have 
been fixed on the Vigilant and Valkyrie in 
American waters as on the singular figure of 
that South African savage who is at this mo- 
ment making war on the Queen, ! 

The central point of European interest is 
Toulon and the Russian fleet there present, 
but the great body of the English people are 
slow to detect the significance of such a spec- 
tacle, or slow to hear about it. They rather 
grin as they hear of the French and Russian 
grown men embracing each other. If the 
English press takes a seribus view of the 
incident, as it must, the seriousness is not 
widespread. That will come later. The 
French Government seems to have 
tried honestly to keep within prudent and 
manageable limits the general enthusiasm 
over the visit of the Russian fleet and has suc- 
ceeded fairly weil. What has thus far been 
said and done need give umbrage to none, 
Germany and the rest of Europe will prob- 
ably consider this moderation the ore dan- 
gerous, because it denotes the soliglity of the 


understanding between France and Rus- 
sia. France no longer feels alone and there. 
fore no longer feels sore, or finds 


it impossible to repress the irritation or its 
passion for revenge. There are spurts of ill- 
temper in some of its papers, but the general 
tone is quiet. Morecould not beasked, If 
an alliance between France and Russia bodes 
no good to the peace of Europe these two 
powers are nevertheless within their ‘rights, 
and Europe must take its chance. So must 
England in the Mediterranean. 


Interests the Democracy. 


Possibly the English care about Count 
Taafe’s sudden plunge into Democracy, for 
the Democrats are fraternal,.and the English 
Democracy is just beginning to feel its 
strength and to realize that the Democratic 
principle is of wide if not of universal appli- 
cation. It is hardly twenty years since Aus- 
tria had a constitution. It has 8,000,000 
adults and under 2,000,000 voters, 
and if Count Taafe’s bill becomes 
a law it will have 4,000,000. 
That is not universal suffrage, 
but a long step toward it. The German Lib- 
erals are furious, for they seein it the doom of 
German ascendancy in Austria. Count Taafe’s 
motive is supposed to be the construction 
of a stable majority, majorities in Austria be- 
ing thus far considerably more unstable than 
water. What the Emperor’s motive may be 
is harder to divine. The next news was that 
the bill would not at present be passed. 

The action of the Democracy in the United 
States Senate attracts English attention and 
the English meditate a little on Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s declaration that after all England is 
more truly democratic than America—a mat- 
ter on which much may be said. Whether 
the news that their Mohammedan and Hindoo 
fellow subjects in India have a newruler much 
interests them muy be doubted. India appeals 
to the English imagination and generally ap- 

ealsin._vain. ‘They want all they have for 

ome use. There is a great demand upon it 
in behalf of the miners on strike. which, on 
the one hand, are alleged to be starving and 
on the other to be buying pianos. The end of 
the strike is not yet, though the London organ 
of the miners has been announcing it day by 
day and today heralded in large type: ‘* The 
miners march to victory.’’ The march is at 
any rate not rapid. : 


Simultaneous Anarchy Fails. 


Belgium has marched in the other direction, 
and the colliers who had gone out have gone 
in, so that once more the attempt at simul- 


taneous internationat anarchy has proved a: 


failure. The French miners in the North are 


still out, but the strike is spreading. 
There have been conferences on this 
and on many other subjects in 
England. It has _ been a week of 


conferences, congresses, and congregational 
union. The law of nations has been discussed 
at the Guildhall by an ‘eminent German pro- 
fessor and the law of England at Manchester 
by the Incorporated Law Society, a body 
which is perhaps most deeply interested in 
maintaining the privileges and even the per- 
quisites—and, of course, the profits—of the 
legal profession. 

Oxford, with Cambridge to help, has been 
discussing secondary education, of which 
some people still think there is too much. 
The effect of this particular conference, how- 
ever, was not to suppress or diminish good 
teaching, but to consider how it could be 
made better and more general, a problem 
which in this country is made difficult by e- 
ligious differences. 

Royalty, which seldom allows itself to be 
long forgotten, appeared in London in the 
person of the Prince of Wales and the Duke 
and Duchess of York, who opened the new 
art galleries and reading rooms in Camber- 
well, given by Mr. Passinore Edwards, one of 
the most liberal of mankind. He is always 


giving something. Then the Duke and 
Duchess journeyed to that still more re- 
mote part of the metropolis. known as‘ 


Poplar and there with the help of the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, the Lord Mayor, and 
other great personages the young bride and 
bridegroom opened the new buildings for the 
Seaman’s Missions which Lord Brassey has 
erected. Such are the uses of royalty. 

The death list of the week includes Mr. 
Maddox Brown, once eminent in the Pre- 
raphealite school, and _ “Sir William, 
better known as Dr. William, Smith, 
the eminent compiler of dictionaries and 
school books, eminent also as elitor of the 
Quarterly Review. He had abilities of his 
own and an unrivaled skill in using the abili- 
ties of others. 


Redmond and the Parnellites, 


The political interest of the week, such as 
it is, centers in Mr. Redmond and his little 
Parnellite band, little in the House of Com: 
mons, but not little in the land, and largest of 
all in Irish America. What brought them to 
the front was primarily a memorial celebra- 
tion in honor of Parnell. There was Sunday 
in Dublin a procession to Giasneven Ceme- 
tery, where the late leader of the Irish Nation- 
alist lies buried. There were delegations from 
various parts of Ireland, includimg Cork, Kil- 
kenny, and Waterford. There were societies, 
organizations, and league delegations, the 
state carriages of the Lord Mayor of Dublin, 
with the acting Lord Mayor inside one 
of them, and many provincial Mayors 
and municipal representatives. These and 
many more, in company with the Parnellite 
members of Parliament, marched to Glas- 
novin in a procession which took over an 
hour in passing, laid flowers and wreaths on 
Parnell’s tomb, and then dispersed. Itis re. 
markable that the demonstration was much 
longer than that of last year, and the streets 
were thronged with the multitudes who 
gathered to pay homage to Parneli’s memory, 

Next evening there was a mass-meeting in 
the Rotunda, Mr. Redmond -presiding. He 
plunged at once into the politics of today, 
saying they had assembled to consider the 
situation, which, in his judgment, was one of 
deadly peril to the home rule cause. He 
thought home rule had within the last two 
years undergone a ** fatal change” and it has 
now been hung up by the Liberal party, and 
hung up indefinitely. Next session is to be 
an English session, Ireland will no longer 
block the way; and when it ceases to biock 
the way the lesson of Parneil’s life and policy 
is unlearned. ‘The necessity which alone 
extorts home rule from England will have 
ceared. The Lords will have their way. The 
bili is dead, and the next bill is to bea com. 

romise. If the Irish submit to that they are 
fools orslaves. For his part, he refused to 
submit. He would never accept a less bill, 
nor Mr. Gladstone’s bill. itself, as anything 
but an installment of Irelaud’s claims. They 
were asked to become the silent.and obedient 
followers of Mr, Gladstone in English legisia- 
tion next year. They would’not. If it was ic’ 


be an English session the Irish would sta 
at home. Where, then, would be Mr, Glad. 
stone’s majority? 

The importance of this declaration of inde- 

nee ia considerable. True, Mr. Redmond 
commands only nine votes in the House, but 
he is in a position to put great pressure upon 
the whole of the Nationalist party. ‘There are 
anti-Parnellites in whose districts the priests 
are by no means all-powerful. re is 
a reat force @ public. opinion 
in reland which is extreme. The 
votes of the extreme sections, though scat- 
tered, must be considered. It is safe for no 
section to be much less violent than the most 
violent and for no body in Irish politics to 
acquiesce in the policy of an English leader 
who avows his purpose to postpone Irish to 
English claims. Such is Mr. Redmond’s cal- 
culation and if it be accurate his revolt 
promises to be formidable indeed, 


Elgin a Makeshift. 


Lord Eigin’s appointment to the viceroy- 
alty of India is at best but a makeshift. e 
is the son of his father, who had some emi- 
nence, and with all his own fameto make, He 
has heretofore held no office of importance, 
discharged no public duty, and created 


no reputation, public or private, ex- 
cept that of a man who leads 
a blameless life. Then all at once 


he is pitchforked into a post where he has to 
govern 2,000,000 of people and this at a very 
critical moment in their history. The excuse 
for such a nominationis that none of the 
capable men would goor noneof the right 
party. 

The native press seems disposed to hail 
Lord Elgin asa second Lord Ripon. I do 
not think he is that. But nobody really 
knows. 

The return of Prince Bismarck to Fried- 
richsruhe, his daily drives, and the return of 
Dr. Schweninger to Berlin have put an end to 
last week’s rumors of immediate danger. 
Nothing, however, ends, or probably will ever 
end, German comments upon the relations 
between the Prince and the Emperor. The 
great German nation is still largely ina state 
of political childhood. There are vast num- 
bers of grown men, the whole imperialist 
party indeed, who think and say 
that because the Emperor has sent a civil tel- 
egram to Prince Bismarck on his illness 
Prince Bistmarck’s mouth 4s or ought to be 
closed, and he ought nv longer to criticise the 
conduct of public affairs nor to have an opin- 
ion of his own if it differs from the Emperor’s 
or Count von Caprivi’s. The most influential 
journalbin all Germany urges this view, and 
of course the journals devoted to Prince Bis- 
marck combat it, and so the fruitless wrangle 
goes on. 


No Solution of Coal Problem. 


The Sheffield conference found no solution 
of the coal problem. Neither owners nor 
miners were willing to accept the Mayor’s 
four proposals and the deadlock continues. 
The owners are willing, apparently, t> accept 
15 instead of 25 per cent reduction, but the 
miners are unwilling. The owners have-only 
to hold together to win, for, though much 1s 
said of reopened pits and miners returning to 
work, the truth is that but 60,000 out of 271,- 
OOO miners have been taken back. The 
prices of coal are falling rapidly, and falling 
prices will induce the owners to insist on 
some reduction of wages. 

The fimal victory of Vigilant is accepted in 
England with soberness. The first gave rise 
to irritation, which diminished with the 
second, and has now pretty much  disap- 
peared, the closeness of the last race bring- 
ing comfort to the English breast. There is 
consolation also in the reiterated remarks 
that the Valkyrie is a sea boat and the 
Vigilant only a racing machine, and more in 
the discovery that the Valkyrie has not been 
racing in its English trim, and most of all in 
the Valkyrie’s good seamanship. On the 
whole, our cousins take their defeat well, 
deep as is the chagrin in the yachting circles 
and to some extent elsewhere,

Even the Socialist organs think his socialism 
not according to knowledge. The more ra- 
tional of them have never sanctioned the nov- 
elist’s view that society is bound to provide 
everybody with work and warrant him a liv- 
ing.

He mistakes kind- 
ly jmpulses for reasoned opinions, They

by an art. They point out that by his own ad- 
mission the conditions under which his Utopia 
might come to pass are impossible and are 
therefore outside the pale of useful discus- 
sion. 

State of Literature Not Bad, 

Nor do the English, or the best of them, 
accept Mr. Howells’ account of the evil state 
of literature and of literary production in 
America. No English critic of repute that I 
know of has felt called upon to announce to 
the world, as Mr. Howells does, that a suc- 
cessful American book is and must be vulgar 
in sentiment, crude in taste, and promise im- 
propriety in incident. Were none of Mr. 
Howells’ books successful? Is this a true de- 


scription of them or the work of any 
good and prosperous American writ- 
er, even though he lives by 


his art? Perhaps Mr. Howells has done his 
country a service among -the best English by 
drawing a picture of its literature which they 
know to bea caricature, but there are un- 
happily in England, as elsewhere, many who 
are not the best, but who are ina position to 
be heard, and who eagerly cite Mr. Howells 
as State’s evidence to the degradation of his 
own country. 

The performances of the: silver ring in the 
Senate are having a. considerable effect on 
English public- opinion. One effect is to 
strengthen the Conservative argument for 
the continued existence of the House of Lords. 
Never has that House set itself so stubbornly 
or so selfishly against the will of the people as 
does the minority in the Senate. The English- 
man says, very naturally, if an elective body 
behave thus, why not stick to our hereditary 
chamber? If he does not think that he finds 
in the obstinacy of the Senate an ergument 
against all second chambers. 


first Principles Are Violated. 


The Senate was once the most dignified and 
honorable of all. What has it stooped to 
now? These are not the views of bankers 
only, or only of men of business interested in 
a stable currency, They are the views of po- 
litical observers. It is seen that in the first 
republic in the world the principle alone on 
which republican government can rest is vio- 
lated. The right of the majority to govern is 
denied. The minority—and what a minority! 
—governs. 

It 1s seen also thatin the Senate, asin the 
British House of Commons, those honorable 
traditions of public life which made entire 
freedom of debate possible exist no longer. 
If the Senate is to be acoérdinate and efti- 
cient legislative body its rules must be 
amended and the closure intrdéduced. In 
these and other ways do the obstructing Sen- 
ators discredit their own country and their 
own form of government. They make first 
themselves and then their country ridiculous, 
if not odious. ‘Mr. Alilen’s fifteen hour 
speech,” says the leading journal of Europe, 
‘** may be compared to the achievement of 
Blondin or of the fasting -man.’’ To that 
point has the United States Senate wank.

PINANOIAL PROPOSALS. 


Emperor Relies Upon the Army Bill Ma- 
jority to Hold Together=Some of His 
Pet Social Reforms to Be Presented= 
Toulon Fetes Looked Upon with Indif- 
ference in Germany=Considerable Ex- 
citement Over Taafe’s Bill in Austria= 
Plans for Gen. Kirschoff’s Trial. .

Berry, Oct. 15.—Semi-official newspapers 
say the compicte financial proposals of the 
government will be laid before the Reichstag 

when the Deputies reassemble Nov. 20. 

These proposals are said to be suchas will 

command the majority obtained in the army 

bill. After they shall have been passed the 

Deputies will be expected to consider several 


social reforms which the Emperor has 
long had at heart. It is only just 
to say this confidence in future 
success is really entertained in government 


circles, although every week brings an in- 
crease of power to the Agrarians, Clericals. 
and Radicals, who form the opposition. The 
associations of tobacco manufacturers, wine 
growers, and wine’ merchants are holding 
meeting after meeting to protest against the 
impending tax and are subscribing funds to 
sustain the popular ferment against the gov- 
ernment. Conservative organs like the 
Kreuz Zeitung proclaim the fall of Chancellor 
von Caprivi to be inevitable while the Nation- 
al Liberal dailies admit that the fate of taxa- 
tion bilis is doubtful, The strength of the gov- 
ernment ultimately will rest only on the 
impossibility of the opposition agreeing to 
any financial policy whatever. The army bill 
having become a law the Deputies must find 
the supplies, and it would be difficult to say 
where the revenue can be found, unless at the 
sources suggested in Dr. Miquel’s scheme. 
No alternative plan has even been hinted, and 
it will baffle the opposition leaders to con- 
ceive anything equally discriminating or pop- 
ularly effective. The chances, therefore, are 
that after a protracted st le with minor 
concessions here and there government 
will carry the financial measure substantially 
unaltered. 


Foreign Affairs Are Quiet. 


The Empefor and engrone passed last week 
at the shooting lodge, Hubertusstock, about 
two hours by train from Berlin. Gen. von 
Kaltenbarr, War Mifister; Dr, Bosse, Mings- 
ter of Public Worship; and Dr. Miquel have 
gone to see the Emperor, but neither the 
Chancellor nor the Foreign Minister, Von 
Marschall, has been summonedto him. The 
inference is that foreign affairsare quiet. 


Indifferent to Toulon Fetes. 


The outburst of French chauvinism during 
the Toulon reception has been ignored here 
as empty noise. The government undoubted- 
ly has some information which enables it to 
treat the Toulon fétes with contemptuous 
indifference. The foggign officers maintain 
silence as te the reported renewal of the en- 
tente between France and Russia. The cor- 
respondent of the United Preas, however, has 
received from the best sources information 
which enables him to say that the conviction 
in the highest quarters here is that Russia pre- 
fers to revive closer relations with Germany 
ruthér than to risk an alliance with France, 
whether the commercial convention now in 
hand be signed or not. The negotiations for 
the convention are proceeding smoothly, but 
are likely to last until midwinter. The pros- 

ts of a political rapprochement with 
ussia are regarded now as better than before 
in many years. 


To Celebrate Metz Anniversary. 


The Emperor will attend a banquet to be 
held at the Kaiserhof. Hotel Oct. 27, to 
brate the anniversary of the capitulation of 
Metz. He is expected to make an important 
speech on European politics. Chancellor von 
Caprivi has returned from Carlsbad, where he 
has recruited his health for several weeks, He 
rial Ministers 
will be present to lend significance to the oc- 
casion, 


Taafe’s Suffrage BIIilL 


As the Germans here are directly interested 
in the ascendancy of'the German party in 
Austria, Count Taafe’s electoral4reform bill 
absorbs public attention to the partial exclu- 
sion of home politics. Nota voice has been 
raised in Prussia for the measure, except 


among the Socialists. Taafe has never 
been a trustworthy friend of the Aus- 
tro- German alliance and has _ been 


distrusted by both Bismarck and Ca- 
privi. His suffrage bill is regarded 
as aiming a fatal blow at German influence 
in Austria. Its intent is said to be subjection 
of the German population to the Slav masses. 
The bill has not a chance of coming to a final 
vote durmg the present session of the 
Reichsrath. Meanwhile the German Liberal 
Deputies in Vienna can force an early dissolu- 
tion by coalescing with the existing opposition, 
or can take time to prepare a measure ex- 
tending the franchise on lines safe-guarding 
the German party against loss of power. It 
is proposed to convene a national conference 
of Austro-German delegates who will decide 
upon a course of action.- The Frankfurter 
Zeitung and other radical dailies in Germany 
are keenly excited over Taafe’s policy. They 
urge the German-Austrians to refleet calmly 
betore acting against proposals to extend the 
suffrage and recommend rather an effort to 
modify Taafe’s project, 
Kirschof’s Trial Behind Closed Doors. 


Gen. Kirschof, who tried to shoot Dr. Har- 
ich of the Berlin Tageblatt, will be tried be- 
hind closed doers by a martial tribunal con- 
sisting of ten Generals. The newspapers ex- 
press the public discontent with the special 
privileges granted now as ever under the law 
to military offenders, not even excepting those 
guilty of murderous assault on civilians. 
Nevertheless, Kirchof is obtaining much 
public sympathy, as Harich’s reflections 
upon Fraulein von Kirchof’s character are 
believed to have gone beyond the bounds of 
decency. The anti-Semites have taken up the 
cause of the General, At @ mass-meeting at 
Spandau Friday they passed a resolution to 
the effect that, although regretting to learn 
Gen. Kirchof had violated the written law, 
they regarded his sense of honor as trul 
Germanic. Not he, they said, but the Jewis 
editors who insulted the honor of German 
Gentiles, should be punished. The meeting 
condemned all Jewish editors as scandal- 
mongers who should be expelled from their 
offices. 

Inde pendent Social Democrats Angry. 

The independent social Democrats of Ber- 
lin are holding many meetings. Their 
speakers devote their time mostly to de- 
nouncing Bebel and Liebknecht, leaders of the 
* Regulars,” for accepting princely incomes 
and living in luxury. Werner, the printer, 
says that Bebel earns 20,000 marks annually 
with his pen, besides working other sources of 
revenue. Liebknecht’s son serves a volunteer 
in the First Foot Guards, the most expensive 
regiment in Prussia. 

Bismarck’s Doctor Takes a Vacation. 


Dr. Schweninger has gone to South Ger- 
many for a rest of two weeks, He will return 
to Friedrichsruhe Oct. 23. His absence from 
the Bismarck household is held to be the best 
sign of the Prince’s convalescence, At his 
orders Bismarck receives now only his moat 
intimate friends. The accouchment of Coun- 
tess Herbert Bismarck is expected daily. 


Talk of the Tariff Law. 


M. Schischkin and M. Tuscholka, Customs 
Directors of St. Petersburg, gave interviews 
last evening concerning the tariff war between 
Russia and Germany. Their utterances showed 
that Germany’s dilatory treatment of Russia’s 
overtures has caused much bitterness in the 
Russian capital, They imtimated that the 
successful issue of the negotiations had been 
imperiled and hinted even that new re- 

reasive measures against Germans 
n Russia might be' adupted. 
They- denied, however, that there 
was anything more than hurrah and vapor in 
the Toulon demonstration. The talk of the 
Russian newspapers about friendship for 
France, they said, was entirely misleading.

ONE OF THE GRAND FIGURES OF THE WAR 


“Pap” Thomas Was the One General Who 
Never Blundered. 

St. Louis Globe-Democrat: Was Thomas 
the best General on either side during the war? 
The question invites discussion, for the af- 
firmative answer seems to be spontaneously 
rising out of the smoke and dust of the great 


conflict. Though in the thick of the 
fighting for four years, in high posi- 
tion, Thomas never ;+made a zistake or 


gave advice that he could wish to recall. He 
commanded at two important battles—Mill 
Springs and Nashville—and in both the enemy 
was obliterated, which is tosay that the armies 
thus defeated never made another stand. 
Thomas, omen the center at Stone River, 
staid the tide of disaster, and then by steadily 
opposing retreat redeemed the battle. He 
saved the entire army at Chickamauga’ by 
holding together its left and _ center 
after the Commander-in-Chief and two 
corps commanders had quit the field 
under the belief that the army 
was ruined. It was the wing commanded by 
Thomas that climbed Missionary Ridge and 
swept Bragg into retreat. In the Atlanta 
campaign ‘thomas rolled back the first of 
Hood’s assaults after Gen. Jae Johnston had 
veen relieved from the command of the Con- 
federates. When Sherman marched unop- 
posed to the sea Thomas met the real crisis of. 
the movement, first staying Hood’s counter- 
march into Tennessee and then destroying his 
arminy. Thomas never made an error ineither 
attack or defense. He was never surprised, 
never ordered a reckless assault. Nothing 
that he originated or executed went the wrong 
way. 

Let us see what he advised but was not al- 
lowed to execute. When ordered to Kentucky 
in the fall of 1861 he asked for 20,000 men 
with which to advance into East Tennessee to 
occupy Knoxville, and, if possible, Chatta- 
nooga. Much has been justly said of Presi- 
dent Lincoln's capacity in military strategy, 
and it will be remembered that in one 
of his messages to Congress in 1861 he 
recommended the advance into East Tennes- 
see andthe building of a military railroad 
through Kentucky to facilitate the move- 
ment. It was Thomas’ fortune to be over- 
ruled in this plan and to be the mainspring 
in retrieving the disasters that sprang from 
other and faulty efforts to push forward and 
into the Gulf States, leaving East Tennessee 
open to the armies of the enemy. 

Through the mountain passes there Bragg 

ured into Kentucky. forci the retreat of 

uell’s army from Northern Mississippi and 
Alabama, across two States, to Louisville. 
When Bragg began this march Thomas ad- 
vised Buell to concentrate at Sparta, in the 
foothills of East Tennessee, to nip the great 
raid in the bud. His view was not accepted, 
and within a month Buell’s army, after a long 
and strategically 1gnominious retreat, was en- 
camped within sight of its old starting point, 
the Ohio River. 

Here Thomas did make one mistake, and 
his only one. He declined to accept the com- 
mand of the whole army, assuming that to do 
so at that juncture would be unjust to Buell 
as well as to himself. It was a misfortune to 
the Nation and to the army of the center that 
Thomas did not relieve Buell as requested 
by President Lincoln. Through the 
ambition of other 


never came to him again, though, all 
the same, he had to supply the supreme gen- 
eralship of that army at critical moments. 
Under Rosecrans he saved Stone River and 
Chickamauga; he held Chattanooga through 
a famine period; under Grant his di- 


visions, moved by a mighty impulse, 
drove ragg from his intrenchments, 
though this was not according to 


Grant’s battle plans; under Sherman, it 
was Thomas who destroyed Hood’s army, 
while Sherman was engaged in leading 60,- 
0OO men across a distant State, where not 
even a venerable farmer -with a flint- 
lock appeared to block the way. Thomas 
declined the official command—the real com- 
mand he could not decline. It dropped upon 
his shoulders always in the pinch of events, 
and never failed to find him standing four 
square to all the winds that blew. 

There was some‘hing peculiar in the rela- 
tionship between Thomas and the divisions 
he commanded so long, known distinctively 
as the Army of the Cumberland. A calm un- 
derstanding existed, a sense of deep mutual 
satisfaction with each other. The student 
need not try to find out how it was brought 
about, for it was not brought about atall. In 
a similar way the union-loving people of this 
country trusted Lincoln. The knowledge of 
the fiber of the man was intuitional, Thomas’ 
men did not cheer him when he passed along 
the road. His composed, firm, manly pres- 
ence inspired them with the sober dignity of 
the work in hand. He made no flourishes in 
his orders; while he looked the thorough sol- 
dier he was not the soldier of the picture 


books. Deliberateness, firmness, modera- 
tion, kindness, perfect steadiness of nerve 
were stamped upon him. His _ troops 


settled down to be like him. They did not 
ask to know at Chickamauga that nearly half 
the army was gone and that their own lines 
were doubled back until they resembled a 
narrow horseshoe; they only knew that 
Thomas was there to give orders and that he 
would extricate them when necessary. And 
he did. Such a General, with such troops, 
fashioned by his own rsonality, may 
be trusted to fight as long as a _ hun- 
dred of them remain together with arms 
in their hands. This quiet determination to 
struggie to the last, impenetrable to panics, 
was found in every army or corps commanded 
by Thomas. It was the response of manhood 
to manhood, and military writers should not 
fail to give it due consideration when they 
deai with the elements of the highest general- 
ship. An army is the reflex of the General, 
and the opinion of an American army of its 
General is subtle and accurate. 

Gen. Thomas died at the age of 53. If he 
had lived the highest honors his countrymen 
could offer would have been open to him, but 
it is probable that he would have declined all 

litical station. Virginia did much for the 

Inion when she gave for its defense two such 
men as Lincoln and Thomas, for Lincoln was 
a Virginian by parental descent. What one 
was in statesmanship the other was in the art 
of war. Lincoln never blundered in a politi- 
cal problem; Thomas never blundered in the 
tield. The words written in disparagement of 
Thomas are blots, but not upon him,

Young Killen the Best Winner and Amos 
Rusie Did Most Work. 


The pitching records of the National League 
for the last seasons have been unofficially com- 
piled and are herewith presented. 

The table shows some interesting figures. 
Killen, the Pittsburg left-hander, leads in vic- 
tories. He won 35 games, lost 12, and tied 1. 
Nichols. the star of champion Boston, won two 
less and lost one more. Hawley of St. Louis 
won 6, lost 17, and ~ i we the poorest 
average of victories for the the season. 

Nichols led for Boston. Killer for ae 
Young for Cleve'and, and Carsey for Philadel- 

hia. Rusie excelled for New York, Chaniber- 
ain for Cincinnati, and Kennedy for Brooklyn. 
Arthur Clarkson heads the St. Louis twirlers, 
McMahon was best at Baltimore, and little Me- 
Gill alone of the Chicagg pitchers won more 
games than he lost. Menifee leads Louisville 
and Meekin did the best he could for Washington. 

Amos Rusie did the most work, pitching in 53 
games—34 victories, 18 defeats, and a tie. Amos 
also leads in having the fewest earned runs 
scored off his pitching—1.62 per game, aguinst 
2.00 for Chamberlain, his nearest competitor. 
Breitenstein was hit least severely of all the 
pitchers. his opponents’ batting average being

Conservative turfmen are apt to pass the ques- 
tion up to those whose opinions are as ready as 
they are valueless. 

If one will analyze the racing of the pair he is 
apt to hesitate long before he will declare that 
Tammany can give the mare her sex allowance 
and beat her. Eastern critics will call this 
heresy, although they have begun to reeard West- 
ern form with the utmost respect of late. 


Tammany and Yo Tambien Compared.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Oct. 15.—[Special.]—Ed 
Roth of the Milwaukee wheelmen won the first 
time medal and C. H. Peck of Chicago the second

THREE STRIKING OOMPARTMENTS IN 
LIBERAL ARTS BUILDING. 


A Satirical Correspondent Sees the Ex- 
hibits Through Facetious Spectacles 
What He Thinks of the Value of the 
Temperance Lessons Taught by the 
Charts on Exhibition—His Estimate of 
Mr. Stoddard’s Attack on Free Masonry 
and Other Secret Societies. ~ 


Cuicaco, Oct. 14.—{Editor of The Tribune. }— 
There are three compartments in a row up in the 
northeast gallery of*the buil for manu- 
factures and liberal arts, before which the good 
linger to become better, and scofling sinners often 
stop to see and hear, The legends over these 
three compartments read: “Chicago Woman's 
Educationa] Society,” *‘The National Christian 
Association,” and “The National Temperance 
Society.”” But whether the functions they serve 
come under the head of manufactures or of 
liberal art is not at once apparent. That all 
three are maintaining an aggressive warfare 
upon that old serpent the devil is undoubtedly a 
sufficient reason for their existence. 

The exhibit of the National Temperance So- 
ciety is sufficient to give a drunkard the horrors, 
if he chance to inspect its two artistic master- 
pieces, * Deacon Giles’s Distillery,”’ and * Young 
Man, Take Warning.’ Deacon Giles, if wé are 
to accept the accuracy of the representation of 
his distillery, should be disciplined by the 
Knights of Labor. According to the picture he 
has employed only demons and skeletons in his 
business, His distillery is in a cellar, and while 
one fiend fires the engine a second runs the ma- 
chinery ; others caper: gloomily about the place, 
while still others are rolling out barrels of g@he 
completed material, and three or four lazy skel- 
etons, evidently the bosses or foremen, look 
on languidly from comfortable seats on the tops 
of barrels and vats. Weird and terrible in its 
conception, as it is horrible in execution, this 
picture should do much good. 

“Young Man, Take Warning!” should be in- 
spected by every youth, having any taste in hats, 
who has determined to become a drunkard. 
This engraving represents a young man in the 
five stages leading to dipsomania, and the in- 
volution in hats effected thereby. We see this 
youth in the first picture, just after he has given 
up absolutely non-alcoholic drinks for lemonade 


with a stick in it, wearing a,hat which 
would do credit to Ward McAllister on 
Sunday, and carrying & # £walking-stick 


that would be admired in Piccadilly, though one 
would scarcely care to walk up ichigan ave- 
nue with him in the afternoon by reason of the 
fitof his clothes. In the other four pictures the 
same youth runs through the five immutable 
stages, as made plain in black ty pe over each 
representation of “Lemonade with a Stick in 
It,” ** Brandy Smash and Port Wine,”’:** Bourbon 
Whisky, Oid Ale, and Gin,” * Bourbon, Brandy 
Old Ale, Gin, Rum, Apple Jack, Etc.”’ and “ i 
Kinds Every Time, Never Saye‘No.’” His hat 
goes with him only part way, while his stick ac- 
companies him to the end. In the second stage 
the hat is beginning to settle down at the tom 
and in the third it would disgrace a St. 
Patrick’s,day procession. After the youth is 
reduced to a slouch hat which in the fifth stage 
is a rimless rag. while his cane has degenerated 
into a crooked stick scarcely fit to beat his wife 
with. It is to be hoped, however, that the Hes 
who are led to read this terrible lesson will fai 
to note that, though in the lemonade-with-a- 
stick-in-it period the youth wears a most mel- 
ancholy, played-poker-last-night expression, in 
the fifth picture he has become a gentieman: of 
most benignant and jovial countenance, upon 
whom the woes of the world weigh lightly and 
behind whose saddie black care never sits. 

There is also in the exhibit of the National 
Temperance Society a mrneicewe chart which 
is calculated to cause drunkard to shudder. 
It represents the human bowels in four stages— 
**normal,”’ *‘slightly affected by moderate drink- 
ing,’ of a drunkard,” and “after a debauch.”’ 
In the first stage the organs are a plain, ordinary 
drab, in the second ma: are pleasantly varied 
with black lines, in the third the lines are a soft 
pink, while in * after a debauch ’’ they are a fiery 
scarlet, blending tastefully with blue and green. 
The only weakness of the moral lesson taught by 
this chart lies in the circumstance that, while a 
gentleman of quiet tastes mugns refer his bowels 
of normal drah, another who liked color and 
brilliancy might driven to drink to 


produce the chromatic effect of “after 
a debauch.” If, however, these. pictures 
and charts do not reform the drunkard

The 
chart begins with Eternity, represented by 
a square of blue, and branches off 
in twodirections, one ending in “the lake that 
burneth with fire and brimstone,”’ and the other 
in * the new earth.”* The first stages in this 
progress are hades on the left hand and the Gar- 
den of Eden on the right, the former a black 
field with yellow flames, and the lattera garden 
with a river and shrubbery; and the second are 
‘* Cain's offering '’ next in order of the hades and 
** Abel's offering "’ following the Garden of Eden. 
“(Cain's offering” is represented by a chest 
bearing the Masonic symbol, and Abel’s by an 
altar upon which a sacrificial lamb is peacefully 
kneeling. The tall man with thé serious counte- 
nance, who is the Rey. J. P. Stoddard of Boston 
and the author of the chart, proves by it that from 
eternity came hades and mn; that Cain was 
produced from hades and Abel from Eden; that 
from the former came Masonry and the first 
murder, and from the latter the atonement of 
blood andthe Christian church; that Mason 
leads inevitably to the lake that burneth qi 
fire and brimstone, represen a black sea 
with red flames in which two demons are cheer- 
fully capering, and its opposite, the atone- 
ment, is as sure a road to the New Earth, pictured 
in the chart as a grove with a gravel path 
two trees growing.

An Appeal to Every Woman. 

Provipence, R. I., Oct. 12.—Some one has 
said if women could only know of the destruc- 
tion of bird life that their love of finery ccca- 
sions, they would meke it unfashionable to wear 
the feathers of murdered birds. In 1886 §,000,- 
000 of birds were annually required to fill the 
demand for ornamenting ladies’ hats. Forty 
thousand terns were killed in a single season on 
Cape Cod; 1,000,000 rail and reed birds (bobo- 
links) in a single month near Philadelphia. The 
swamps and marshes of Florida are well known 
to have become depopulated of egrets and 
herons, while the State at large has become a 
favorite slaughter ground for milliners’ emis- 
saries, Seventy thousand birds were killed in a 
small village on Long Island in the short space 
of four months. 

A lady in Florence heard the mournful notes of 
some birds in small cages. They were blind. 


Their eyes had been put out. he ca 
are hung in t smeared with tar. he 
birds sing and attract other birds, who 


get stuck in the tar. They are caught and their 
eyes put out. The little tufts of feathers which 
have been so much worn are taken from the 
beautiful egrets or small herons. who have them 
only during the breed season. The bird is 
shot while trying to protect its young ones and 
is ensily caught on that account, and the youn 

birds are left to starve. Many of the most usef 

and beautiful species of birds are becoming ex- 
tinct. Says a writer in the Boston Herald: 
* There have been tons of arsenic used in the last 
few genes in the preservation of the ies and 
feathers of birds. It settles upon the eyes and 
nostrils of those wearing the birds and feathers 
and gives headache and other il! feelings.’ An 
extract from a letter from Michigan gives some 
idea of complaints made by farmers: “ The de- 
struction of birds has been carried on to such ar 
extent that it is hardly possible to raise any kind 
of fruit, even the grapes as well as the apples 
gett. too wormy to use. It is estimated that 
they save $100,000,000 annually to the farmer.” 
Michelet, the great French authority, says there 
could be no vegetation, and therefore no life, if 
the birds were all coneteer Let wor man 
frown upon ladies wearing feathers or birds and 
they will soon give up the fashion. In fact, I al- 
ways look upon a lady with a feather or bird 
upon hier hat as lacking in sensibility and refine- 
ment.

POOR DUMB VICTIMS OF FIRE. 


Will Not Some Inventor Rack His Brains 
for Their Relief? 


Avrora, ILL, Oct. 14,—[Editor of The Tribune, } 
—The recent burning of the car barns of the 
Chicago City railway and the awful death by 
suffocation and fire of over 400 hors es contained 
therein is only an aggravated repetition ofa 
horror that occurs often in this and other coun- 
tries. It calls loudly, too, for some device by 
which such woful accidents may be prevented. 
It is incomprehensible to the writer why, long 
ere this, the brain of the ot has not been 
employed both for humatie and pecuniary rea- 
sons in the bringing forth of a stable whereby 
the animals could at once be liberated upon the 
approach of fire. 

Now, has anything approaching a practical 
plan been offered or adgpted for the speedy re- 
lease of animals from a burning building? If it 
has it has been carefully concealed from the 
public, for we read day after day about the cre- 
mation of live horses but nothing of a project to 
prevent the repetition of these melancpoly occur- 
rences. 

The fact that the poor, frightened creatures al- 
most invariably refuse to leave their stalls when 
fire surrounds them was established ages ago 
doubtless. It has been suggested that the throwing 
of their harness upon them will assist in leading 
them out, or the throwing of acloth or blanket 
over their heads. Then, for humanity's sake, 
have the harness or blanket always within easy 
reach, or a hood of leather, or anything similar 
which might suffice. But it does not seem to 
known positively whether either of these devices 
will be effectual in preventing the cruel death of 
our faithful servant or the pecuniary loss to his 
master. The latter, however, is of slight ac- 
count in comparison to the former.

Now I would like to know why a barn could 
not be constructed entirely of sliding or swing- 
ing doors af the horse’s head so as to open at 
once in frént of him when his red enemy appears?

Then 
there would no backing out with him, with 
the usually fruitless etfort to drag him ten to 
fifty feet or more through the fire and smoke. 

Doubtless the horse car companies would stand 
appalled at the expense this might invelve; per- 
haps they would rather run the risk of losing a 
la number of faithful and valuable animals 
each year. They might perhaps better stand the 
moneyed loss than’to entail additional expense 
in providing against the most awful of deaths to 
an imprisoned and helpless creature—we are all 
so brave until the pain touches ourselves! It 
does seem as if some evil genius was continually 
at work devising some cruel method of extinction 
for both man and beast. 

Does tot the frequency of these disasters call 
for interference immediately to guard ainst 
them? - Should not the car companies, the lifery 
men, the ‘teami companies be required 
to provide a safe stable for their ani- 
mals before being allowed to keep them? 
One might argue that  F plan would require 
space around the barn which could not always 
be secured, but in nine cases out of ten if t 
“rubbish " was a up and cleared away 
from the bask (barn) yards the desired space 
would be secured, and the danger to life and 
property lessened in more ways than one, | 
would suggest that those who have occasion to 
use horses in large numbers establish a fund 
from which to pay the man (or woman) who shal! 
invent a fire-escape barn so that the poor horses 
may be saved this terrible form of death, and 
their human friends the mental euffering conse- 
quent upon their taking off in this deplorable 
manner. Yours for as littie cruelty and suffer- 
ing as possible to both human and dumb.

r. Clarkson looks with alarm. upon the 
pending repeal of the Federal election laws, 
“The repeal of the laws,” he said, “ would 
virtually amount to the nullification of the 
Constitution in — suffrage to all citi- 
zens of the Union. The law as it now 
stanis w a safeguard for those . rights, 
True it is that the Constitution in that respect 
is nullified in many sections of the South and 
in many of the large cities of the North, but 
in many localities where the Pn are suffi- 
ciently strong in the minority party to en- 
force the provisions of. the Federal election 
law its operations are of good effect. The 
total wiping out of a veel. supervision of 
elections makes it possible for ay tenets in 
a few of the large centers of population and 
in several of the Southern States to control 
the National Congress, and that is a condition 
of affairs that no American or patriot desires 
to see brought about. The excuse that the 
law is not enforced in some seétions is a poor 
one to bring forward in the arguments for its 
repeal. It is the recognition of the principle 
that is worth all, and so long as the law stands 
on the statute books of the Nation it is a guar« 
antee of the rights of the people’s suffrage.”

It is cer- 
tain that its existence has indirectiy accom- 
plished ten times the amount of work which the 
above figures represent. In short, it has been 
a tower of strength in the community, stand- 
ing:for the rights of the oppressed against the 
wrong-doing of the oppressor.
